The  President,  Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons,  presided,  and  Mr.  W.  A. 
Douglass  acted  as  Secretary. 

Dr.  Herrick  Johnson  led  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  held  April  18,  1887, 
were  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Bogue,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  submitted 
the  Managers'  annual  report. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Hale,  submitted  his  annual  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  submitted  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 
The  report  showed  receipts  to  have  been  during  the  year 
$24,755.73,  and  the  disbursements  were  $23,869.36,  leaving  a 
balance  of  cash  on  hand  of  $886.37. 

Dr.  Stehman,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  submitted  his 
annual  report,  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Auditing 
Committee. 

The  President,  Dr.  Pearsons,  stated  that  the  $100,000  donated 
r  by  the  Jones'  estate  toward  the  construction  of  the  new  Hospital 
building,  was  now  available. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Herrick  Johnson,  the  Secretary  cast  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Society  for  the  re-election  of  the  present 
officers,  and  also  of  the  following  Managers,  to  serve  for  the  Class 
of  1892:  Cyrus  H.  McCormick,  Jr.,  Geo.  M.  Bogue,  W.  A. 
Douglass,  Thomas  Kane,  W.  C.  Gray,  Henry  M.  Lyman. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bogue,  the  Executive  Committee  were 
authorized  to  have  printed  the  fifth  annual  report,  with  all  reports 
read  at  this  meeting. 

On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned. 


FIFTH   ANNUAL  REPORT

To  the  Members  of  the  Society: 

Complying  with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  the  Board  of 
Managers  submit  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  the  report 
of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1888,  it  being  the 
fifth  annual  report  of  the  Managers. 

THE   PAST   YEAR'S   WORK. 

The  reports  and  exhibits  from  the  different  departments  of 
the  Hospital  specifically  set  forth  the  work  in  detail.  From  the 
report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  members  of  the  Society  will 
ascertain  a  full  statement  of  the  number  of  patients  treated  during 
the  year,  and  the  Board  of  Managers  congratulate  the  members 
of  the  Society  on  the  showing. 

The  Hospital  has  been  full  to  overflowing  during  the  entire 
year,  and  we  have  been  obliged  to  deny  admittance  to  many 
worthy  applicants.

We  have  during  the  year  completed  an  addition  to  the  Hospital,       f 

which  we  have  named  the  "  Hamill  Wing,"  in  memory  of  the  late  ^ 

Dr.  R.  C.  Hamill,  who  was  Vice-President  of  the  Hospital  from 

the  first,  and  one  of  its  early  promoters.      By  the  addition  of  this 
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wing  we  gain  a  net  increase  of  35   beds,  so  that  we  can  at  the 
present  time  accommodate  85  patients. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Plamill  wing  was  $12,000,  and  the  Man- 
agers were  enabled  to  undertake  this  much  needed  improvement 
by  the  generosity  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Ross  and  Mr.  Cyrus  H.  McCormick, 
Jr.,  who  paid  in  their  subscriptions,  which  amount  was  supple- 
mented by  the  payment  of  $1,083.79  DY  tne  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Chicago. 

RESOURCES   OF   THE   HOSPITAL. 

The  Managers  have  tried  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  with  the  greatest  possible  economy,  but  owing  to  our 
limited  accommodation,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  during  the 
building  of  the  Hamill  wing  we  were  deprived  of  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  east  part  of  the  Hospital  building,  our  current 
expenses  largely  exceeded  the  money  received  from  donations, 
endowments  and  paying  patients.  We  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  with  the  increased  accommodations,  by  which  we 
will  be  enabled  to  accommodate  a  greater  number  of  patients,  we 
will  be  able  to  bring  our  expenses  down  to  our  estimated  receipts. 

From  the  first  year  of  the  Hospital  there  has  been  an  old 
debt  hanging  over  us,  which  the  Managers  have  felt  ought,  in  justice 
to  the  Hospital,  to  be  wiped  out,  and  they  have  during  the  year 
made  a  temporary  loan  for  the  sum  of  $9,000,  which  has  paid  all 
old  bills,  and  also  cared  for  the  deficit  of  this  year. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  note  the  increasing  interest 
in  the  regular  religious  services  of  the  Hospital,  which  during  the 
last  six  months  have  been  conducted  by  or  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Clerical  Board. 

TRAINED    NURSES. 

The  Hospital  Training  School  continued  during  the  year  with 
very  satisfactory  results.  Miss  Marion  H.  Mitchell,  who  since 
the  reorganization  of  the  school  occupied  the  position  of  Super- 
intendent of  Nurses,  conducted  the  school  with  great  ability,  and 
it  is  with  regret  that  we  announce  that  her  services  terminate  on 
the  1st  of  April.  Whatever  part  successful  and  faithful  nursing 
plays  in  the  recovery  from  surgical  operations  and  disease  in 
general,  by  so  much  Miss  Mitchell  and  her  faithful  nurses  should 
be  credited. 
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THE    LADTES'    AID    SOCIETY. 

The  work  of  the  Managers  has  during  this  year,  as  in  the  past 
history  of  the  Hospital,  been  greatly  supplemented  by  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  and  we  submit  herewith  their 
report  for  the  year,  which  we  hope  every  member  of  the  Society 
will  take  time  to  read. 

ENDOWMENTS   OF   BEDS   AND    DONATIONS. 

Two  years  ago,  of  the  beds  in  the  Hospital,  twenty-five  per 
cent,  were  free.  This  year,  with  increased  capacity,  closes  with 
same  per  cent,  of  free  beds. 

The  Hospital  now  has  two  free  beds  in  perpetuity;  the  Tuthill 
King  bed,  and  the  Margaret  McKay  bed,  endowed  by  Mrs. 
Barbara  Armour.  Free  beds  have  been  supported  by  the  Church 
as  follows:

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HOSPITAL   SUNDAY. 


The  Managers  report  with  great  pleasure  that,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  pastors  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  Chicago  and  suburbs, 
it  was  decided  to  set  apart  one  day  in  the  year,  to  be  known  as 
"Hospital  Sunday,"  when  collections  would  be  taken  up  in  the 
different  Churches,  the  proceeds  of  which  should  be  devoted  to  the 
needs  of  our  Hospital.  Like  all  new  departures,  this  effort  may 
be  attended  with  but  little  success  at  first,  but  the  Managers 
believe  that  the  more  it  is  thought  of,  the  more  surely  the  wisdom 
of  such  an  effort  on  the  part  of  our  Churches  will  commend  itself 
to  all  who  have  an  interest  in  charitable  work. 

IN    MEMORIAM. 


The  Managers  announce  with  sorrow  the  death  of  Dr..  Moses 
Gunn,  who  was  from  the  inauguration  of  the  Hospital  one  of  its 
attending  Surgeons.  In  the  death  of  Dr.  Gunn  the  Hospital  has 
lost  one  of  its  staunchest  friends  and  the  medical  profession  one 
of  its  brightest  lights. 

NEW   BUILDING. 

The  Managers  congratulate  the  Society  on  being  able  to 
announce  that  plans  for  the  main  Hospital  building  are  now  nearly 
completed,  and  contracts  will  soon  be  let  for  the  entire  work,  and 
we  shall  hope  to  be  able  to  have  a  dedication  of  the  new  building 
by  Christmas-time.  This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  generous 
gift  of  the  heirs  of  Daniel  A.  Jones — they  having  pledged  to  the 
Managers  $100,000  toward  the  construction  of  the  Congress  Street 
building,  which  shall  be  known  as  "the  Jones  Memorial." 

To  complete  the  L  connecting  the  Jones  Memorial  with  the 
present  Hospital  building  will  require,  in  addition  to  the  sub- 
scriptions already  made,  at  least  $60,000,  and  the  Managers  appeal 
to  the  members  of  the  Society  for  prompt  aid  in  this  noble  under- 
taking. There  surely  are  other  persons  in  our  large  and  wealthy 
body  who  must  find  pleasure  in  giving  to  so  grand  a  cause. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  Hospital  is  for  all  God's 
sick  and  needy  children.  It  makes  no  inquiry  regarding  creed. 
Nominally  under  the  care,  but  not  the  control,  of  physicians  of  one 
school.  It  is  an  established  rule  of  the  institution  that  any  repu- 
table physician  in  actual  private  practice,  to  whatever  school  of 
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medicine  he  belongs,  may  avail  himself  of  the  privileges  of  the 
Hospital,  and  may  treat  patients  as  though  he  had  them  at  his 
own  home. 

MEDICAL   STAFF. 

The  Managers  with  pleasure  again  acknowledge  their  thanks 
to  the  medical  and  surgical  staff  of  the  Hospital  for  the  devotion 
with  which  they  have  discharged  their  duties  during  the  past  year. 
The  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  H.  B.  Stehman,  has  with  great 
care  and  skill  devoted  himself  to  the  duties  of  his  office.

ANNUAL    REPORT 


The  Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  held 
its  monthly  meetings  during  the  year  with  a  punctual  attendance 
of  most  of  its  members.  The  work  steadily  advances  to  meet  the 
steadily  increasing  demands. 

L  The  Society  has  furnished  the  new  Hamill  wing,  which  is  now 
completed,  and  its  bright,  conveniently  arranged  and  well  venti- 
lated rooms  are  now  ready  for  occupancy.  With  these  improved 
conditions  the  work  of  physicians  and  nurses  will  be  made  much 
easier  and  more  satisfactory. 

A  good  supply  of  table  linen,  bedding,  garments  for  the  sick, 
and  other  articles  of  the  kind  that  constantly  need  replacing,  has 
been  provided  by  the  Furnishing  Committee. 

Bandages,  lint,  and  dressings  have  been  supplied  as  needed. 

The  monthly  reports  of  the  Visiting  Committee  keep  the  Board 
of  Managers  informed  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Hospital  and  the 
many  interesting  individual  cases.  There  has  been  some  discom- 
fort, as  a  necessary  consequence  of  building,  but  this  has  not  been 
allowed  to  fall  upon  the  patients. 

The  housekeeping  department  was  never  more  ably  and 
thoroughly  administered  than  at  present.  Miss  Riedle,  to  the 
ordinary  qualifications  for  that  position,  adds  the  important  one 
of  an  extended  experience  in  nursing,  which  enables  her  to  estimate 
more  intelligently  the  needs  of  patients. 

The  Hospital  has  maintained  its  own  Training  School  for 
Nurses,  and  has  during  the  year  graduated  three  young  women, 
amply  qualified  to  pursue  this  important  calling. 

The  Library  Committee  have  received  several  hundred  volumes 
during  the  year,  which  they  keep  in  order,  covered  and  numbered, 
and  distribute  as  called  for.  Subscriptions  to  several  of  the  leading 
magazines,  and  the  religious,  and  daily  papers,  have  been  given, 
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so  that  these  are  regularly  received  and  read  by  convalescents  and 
nurses.  There  is  always  room  for  more  good  books,  and  the  Com- 
mittee would  be  glad  to  receive  them,  or  the  money  to  buy  them. 

The  Churches  have  sent  each  month  the  usual  supply  of  fruit 
and  jellies,  and  the  more  delicate  articles  of  food. 

The  Devotional  Committee,  which  has  been  formed  during  the 
past  year,  already  takes  its  place  as  one  of  the  most  important 
branches  of  the  work  of  the  Aid  Society.  The  ladies  appointed 
by  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  visit  the  patients  each  week, 
and,  after  consultation  with  the  physicians,  read  to  them,  or  talk 
with  them,  as  may  be  wished.  The  comfort  and  help  from  these 
conversations  have  already  been  evident  in  many  cases. 

This  report  should  not  close  without  a  mention  of  the  "  min- 
istering children,"  who  may  be  said  to  be  the  " silent  members" 
of  this  Association.  The  contributions  of  Sunday  Schools  support 
two  free  beds  for  children,  and  gifts  come  every  month  of  money  or 
luxuries  for  the  little  sufferers  from  companies  of  little  girls,  or 
from  some  thoughtful  child  who  has  early  learned  how  sweet  it  is 
to  think  of  others. 

The  Children's  Ward  is  a  bright  and  cheerful  place.  Pictures 
cover  the  walls,  and  a  book  case  is  filled  with  the  kind  of  literature 
children  like. 

Perhaps  these  weeks  in  the  Hospital  are  the  pleasantest  that 
many  of  these  children  ever  know.  They  most  often  come  from 
poor  and  wretched  homes,  and  their  diseases  are  such  as  are 
caused  by  bad  sanitary  conditions,  ignorance  and  neglect. 

The  gentle  care,  the  imperative  cleanliness  and  the  nourishing 
food  work  such  a  change  in  their  condition,  that  they  leave  the 
Hospital  very  different  beings  from  the  poor  creatures  who  were 
brought  in  sick  and  suffering.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Aid  Society 
to  help  this  good  work  in  the  best  manner,  with  more  abundant 
means  and  wider  experience  from  year  to  year.  * 

The  Managers  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  all  friends  who 
have  aided  them  with  gifts  and  words  of  encouragement;  and 
especially  to  the  proprietors  of  the  Palmer  House  for  their  kind- 
ness and  courtesy  in  giving  them,  for  the  past  three  years,  the  use 
of  a  room  for  their  monthly  meetings.

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come,  greeting: 

WHEREAS,  a  Certificate,  duly  signed  and  acknowledged,  having 
been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  the  2 1st  day 
of  July,  A.  D.  1883,  for  the  organization  of  THE  PRESBYTERIAN 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  "An  Act  Concerning  Corporations ,"  approved 
April  18,  1872,  and  in  force  July  1,  1872,  a  copy  of  which  Certifi- 
cate is  herewith  attached  : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Henry  D.  Dement,  Secretary  of  State,  by 
virtue  of  the  powers  and  duties  vested  in  me  by  law,  do  hereby 
certify  that  the  said  The  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  CHICAGO  is  a  legally  organized  corporation  under  the  laws  of 
this  State.

We,  the  undersigned,  being  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
desiring  to  form  a  Society,  not  for  pecuniary  profit,  pursuant  to 
an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois,  entitled  "An  Act  Con- 
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cerning  Corporations , "  approved  April  18,  1872,  do  hereby  certify 
that  the  following  is  a  true  statement  of  the  name,  or  title,  by 
which  such  Society  shall  be  known  in  law,  the  particular  business 
and  object  for  which  it  is  formed,  the  number  of  its  Managers, 
and  the  names  of  the  same  selected  for  the  first  year  of  its  exist- 
ence, viz: 

1.  The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be 
The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and 
management  of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  surgical 
and  medical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons  of  every 
creed,  nationality  and  color. 

3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
a  Board  of  twenty-eight  Managers. 

4.  The  number  of  the  Managers  of  this  Society  shall  be 
twenty-eight  after  the  first  year  of  its  existence.  The  names  of 
those  selected  as  Managers  for  the  first  year  are  as  follows:  Tuthill 
King,  Daniel  K.  Pearsons,  William  Blair,  Robert  C.  Hamill,  John

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE   I. 

TITLE. 


The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  THE 
Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

ARTICLE   II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and 
management  of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical 
and  surgical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons,  and  to 
provide  them,  while  inmates  of  the  Hospital,  with  the  ministra- 
tions of  the  Gospel  agreeably  to  the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

ARTICLE   III. 

THE   SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  who  shall  respectively 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
present  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  previously 
nominated  by  a  standing  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Every  member  shall  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
annually  in  advance  to  the  Treasurer.  Every  person  who  shall 
pay  a  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  in  advance,  and  shall  be  approved 
in  the  manner  above  stated,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society  for 
life  without  annual  payment. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  also  fix  some  amount  as  an 
annual  payment,  which  shall  entitle  the  giver  to  the  use  of  a  free 
bed  in  the  Hospital,  and  constitute  him  a  member  of  the  Society, 
to  be  approved  of  as  above.  And  the  same  privileges  shall  be 
accorded  on  the  same  condition  to  any  one  who  shall  pay  the 
principal  of  the  said  annual  sum  at  one  time. 
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ARTICLE   IV. 

PROPERTY. 

All  property  of  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
donor,  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of  the 
Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
Board  of  twenty-nine  Managers,  twenty-four  of  whom  shall  be 
divided  into  four  classes  of  six  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said 
classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three  and  four  years  thereafter,  so 
that  six  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annually  by 
ballot  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  twenty-four 
Managers  the  pastors  of  the  First,  Second,  Third  and  Fourth 
Presbyterian  Churches,  and  one  member  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Northwest,  which  member  will  be 
chosen  by  the  Faculty  of  the  said  Seminary,  all  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  and  their  successors  in  office  for  the  time  being,  shall,  by 
virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording 
Secretary  and  an  Assistant  Recording  Secretary,  who  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  from  their  own 
number,  and  shall  also  be  officers  of  the  said  Board.  The  said 
officers  and  the  Managers  together  shall  form  a  Board  to  be  denom- 
inated the  "  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  Chicago,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers,  making  or  changing 
By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any  special  meeting,  but  seven  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  all  other  purposes  and  for  stated  meetings.  The  Board 
of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  authorized  to  execute  all 
powers  of  the  Society  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of  the 
Society;  to  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the 
institution,  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  and 
to  alter  and  amend  the  same ;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,

choose  the  officers  of  the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants  and 
attendants,  and  generally  to  transact  the  entire  business  of  the 
Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS   OF   THE    HOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  on 
the  third  Monday  of  the  month,  and  may  hold  adjourned  meetings 
when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society 
may  be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or 
inability  to  act,  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  requisition  of 
five  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers ;  but  when  special 
meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  the 
subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  will  be  notified  to  the  members 
at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting,  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings,  unless  there  be 
at  least  eleven  members  present,  and  then  only  by  unanimous 
consent. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ANNUAL   MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  Monday  of  April.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this 
meeting;  to  present  to  the  members  a  report  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  previous  year;  to  exhibit  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society ;  and  also  to  give 
information  of  any  nature  relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society 
which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance.  In  case  of  failure  to  hold 
the  annual  meeting  on  the  day  specified,  a  special  meeting  shall 
be  called  for  that  purpose,  and  all  officers  and  Managers  whose 
term  of  service  may  have  expired  by  cause  of  such  failure  shall 
retain  their  places  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  next  preceding  the  annual 
meeting,  six  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the 
members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of  Man- 
agers' whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire,  and  who  may  be 
re-elected.     These  six  members,  together  with  those  composing 
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the  three  other  classes  and  the  five  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board, 
shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  In  case 
of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed  day,  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

BOARD   OF   CLERGYMEN. 

The  Society  shall  appoint  a  Clerical  Board,  consisting  of  the 
five  clerical  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  to  whom  shall  be  com- 
mitted all  matters  relating  to  the  spiritual  and  religious  ministra- 
tions of  the  Hospital;  no  measures  relating  to  these  matters  shall 
be  adopted  without  the  sanction  and  approbation  of  the  said 
Board.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  in  case  of 
his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  Vice-President,  shall  be  notified 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Clerical  Board,  and  when  present  shall 
preside  and  vote  at  such  meetings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Chaplain,  when  requested,  to  attend  these 
meetings  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

AMENDMENTS   OF   THE   CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  of  the  constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted 
upon  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special 
meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be  adopted  only  in  a 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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BY-LAWS 


FOR    THE 


Government  and  Regulation  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 


DUTIES  OF  THE   OFFICERS. 

I.      OF   THE    PRESIDENT. 

The  President  of  the  Society  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board, 
he  shall  appoint  all  committees  which  do  not  consist  of  more  than 
three  members,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board.  He  shall  sign 
all  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  directed  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  Con- 
stitution, whenever,  in  his  opinion,  the  business  of  the  Society 
requires  it,  or  when  requested  to  do  so  on  the  application  of  five 
Managers.  But  when  special  meetings  are  so  called,  he  shall  direct 
the  Secretary  to  insert,  in  the  notices  sent  to  the  members,  the 
import  of  the  business  to  come  before  them,  as  provided  for  in 
Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  and  such  notices  shall  be  s'erved 
at  least  two  days  previous  to  that  appointed  for  the  meeting. 

II.      OF   THE   VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President 
shall  possess  his  power  and  perform  his  duties ;  and  in  the  absence 
of  both  President  and  Vice-President,  the  Managers  present  at 
any  meeting  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside. 

III.      OF   THE   TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  titles,  deeds, 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the 
Corporation,  and  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto.     He  shall  open 
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an  account  with  one  of  the  banks  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Board,  in  the  name  of  this  Corporation,  and  shall 
deposit  all  moneys  in  such  bank  immediately  upon  his  receiving 
them.  He  shall  keep  a  proper  check  and  account  book,  showing 
the  amount  of  funds  in  his  hands,  which  shall  at  all  suitable  times 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  At  each  stated  meeting 
he  shall  present  an  account,  or  abstract  thereof,  showing  the  state 
of  the  treasury.  He  shall  pay  all  orders  which  shall  be  drawn 
upon  him  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed.  He  shall  execute 
such  resolutions  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Finance 
relative  to  the  investment  of  funds.  He  shall  prepare  and  lay 
before  the  members  of  the  Society,  at  their  annual  meeting,  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding  year 
of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  same 
are  invested. 

IV.   OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  countersign  all 
orders  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of 
the  Board.  He  shall  preserve  all  records  and  papers  which  do 
not  belong  to  the  office  of  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  notify  the 
members  of  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by 
notice  addressed  to  them  through  the  post  office,  at  least  two  days 
before  the  meeting,  and  shall  give  similar  notice  of  the  meetings 
of  the  Society  by  notice  addressed  to  the  members  at  their  last 
known  place  of  residence,  or  by  publication  in  a  daily  city  paper 
for  at  least  two  days  preceding  such  meeting,  which  publication 
shall  be  deemed  a  proper  notice.  He  shall  also  cause  notice  to 
be  given  to  the  Chairman  of  each  Committee  the  names  of  the 
members  thereof,  and  the  object  for  which  they  may  be  appointed. 

V.      OF  THE  ASSISTANT   RECORDING   SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  to 
assist  the  Recording  Secretary  in  keeping  the  records  of  the  Board 
meetings,  and  in  his  absence  to  perform  his  duties,  keep  the 
minutes  of  all  committee  meetings,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  at  the  regular  meetings. 
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VI.      OF  THE   CORRESPONDING   SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  corres- 
pondence of  the  Board,  and  make  such  communications  in  relation 
to  it  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Managers. 

VII.      ELECTION    OF   COMMITTEES. 

The  Managers  shall  elect,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the 
month  of  April,  a  Committee  of  Finance,  to  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers, of  whom  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one ;  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  eight  members,  of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one, 
three  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum ;  an  Auditing  Committee  of 
two  members,  and  an  Electing  Committee  of  five  members.  These 
committees  shall  hold  office  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Board.  The  Committee  of  Finance,  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  Electing  Committee  shall  respectively  keep 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  read  at  the  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board. 

VIII.      OF   THE    FINANCE   COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  adopt 
proper  means  of  augmenting  the  subscriptions  and  benefactions, 
to  circulate  information  respecting  the  Hospital,  to  see  that  the 
subscriptions  are  duly  received,  and  to  direct  the  Treasurer  in 
investing  the  funds.  But  all  investments  must  have  been  pre- 
viously submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers  by  the  Committee, 
and  approved  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be' made  only  in  the  public 
stocks  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  those  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  or  County  of  Cook,  or  of  the  City  of  Chicago ;  or  loaned 
on  bond  and  mortgage  on  unincumbered  productive  real  estate 
in  the  City  of  Chicago,  the  estimated  value  of  which  shall  be 
thrice  the  amount  loaned. 

IX.      OF   THE   EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  take  more 
immediate  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  during  the  inter- 
missions of  the  stated  meetings  of  the   Managers.     They  shall 
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hold  their  meetings  at  such  times  and  generally  perform  such 
duties  as  the  Board  shall  commit  to  them.  The  Assistant  Record- 
ing Secretary  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Committee,  and 
keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings,  and  approved  by  it. 

X.      OF   THE   AUDITING   COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and 
report  to  the  Board  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  and  also  to 
examine  the  Treasurer's  account  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior 
to  the  annual  meeting. 

XI.       OF   THE   ELECTING   COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee  is  to  elect  persons  to  be 
members  of  the  Society,  on  their  complying  with  the  terms  pre- 
scribed by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  The  Committee  shall 
be  subject  to  the  following  regulations:  Four  members  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  A  candidate  shall  be  elected 
if  a  majority  of  the  members  present  vote  in  his  favor.  No  election 
shall  be  valid  unless  the  candidate  shall  have  been  proposed  at  a 
previous  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  nomination 
referred  by  it  to  the  said  Committee.  Twenty-four  hours'  notice 
shall  be  given  of  every  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

XII.      STATED    MEETINGS   OF   THE   MANAGERS. 

The  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  on  the 
third  Monday,  at  12  M.,  of  each  month,  or  at  such  hours  as  they 
shall  order. 

XIII.      APPROPRIATIONS   OF   MONEY. 

All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of 
the  Board,  and  entered  on  its  minutes.  Orders  for  the  amount 
appropriated  shall  then  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Secretary;  or,  if  he  be  absent,  by  the  Secretary  pro 
tern.;  which  orders,  with  the  receipts  of  the  person  in  whose  favor 
they  are  drawn  indorsed  thereon,  shall  be  the  Treasurer's  vouchers 
for  payments  made  by  him. 
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XIV.      ORDER   OF    BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  Chair  at  the  hour  appointed 
for  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum 
shall  appear,  and  the  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  attending  members 
noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  cor- 
rected, if  necessary,  and  approved. 

4.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  con- 
sidered. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called,  and  order  be 
taken  thereon. 

6.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meetings,  if  any, 
shall  be  taken  up,  after  which  any  business  may  be  proceeded  with 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

XV.      ALTERATIONS   OR  ADDITIONS. 

No  alterations  or  additions  to  these  By-Laws  shall  be  made, 
but  under  the  same  rules  as  prescribed  in  Article  IX  of  the  Con- 
stitution in  relation  to  amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

FREE   BEDS   AND    MEMBERS. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to 
nominate  patients  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to 
nominate  patients  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  for  life  of  donor. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  will  support  one 
free  bed  in  the  general  wards. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  constitutes  the 
donor  a  life  member  of  the  institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital, 


ARTICLE   I. 


This  Society  shall  be  called  "The  Ladies'  Aid  of  the  Presby- 
terian Hospital  of  Chicago."  Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Cor- 
porate Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  by  providing  bedding, 
kitchen  and  table-ware,  reading  matter,  delicacies,  and  comforts 
for  the  sick,  subject  to  the  general  direction  of  the  Hospital 
Managers  and  Medical  Board ;  also  to  invite  the  co-operation  and 
secure  the  help  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  the  city  and 
vicinity  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE   II. 

Any  person  contributing  one  dollar  per  year  shall  be  a  member 
of  this  Association.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  These  shall  be  elected 
at  the  annnal  meeting,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed.  The  Auditors  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  shall  be  the  Auditors  of  this  Association. 


ARTICLE  III. 

At  each  annual  meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  a  Board 
of  Managers,  consisting  of  seventy-five  members  (more  or  less),  to 
whom  shall  be  entrusted  the  business  of  the  Association.  Also, 
at  each  annual  meeting,  the  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive 
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Committee  of  twenty  members  (more  or  less),  said  committee  to 
have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  membership,  and  the  President, 
Vice-Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  recommend  to  each  annual 
meeting  the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  Managers  for  the 
ensuing  year.  It  shall  also,  three  months  in  advance  of  the  annual 
meeting,  appoint  a  committee  of  five,  who  shall  recommend  to  the 
annual  meeting  the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  officers 
and  as  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting, 
notice  of  such  amendment  having  been  given  at  the  previous 
monthly  meeting  of  Managers.

BY-LAWS. 


i. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  the  first 
Monday  in  April,  at  1 1  A.  M.,  at  which  meeting  the  President  of 
the  Hospital  Board  of  Managers  shall  preside. 

II. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of 
each  month,  at  1 1  A.  M. 

III. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month,  at  10.30  A.  M. 

IV. 

There  shall  be  four  standing  Committees — i.  e.,  Furnishing 
Committee,  Visiting  Committee,  Library  Committee,  Committee 
on  Delicacies. 

V. 

The  Furnishing  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters 
connected  with  the  supply  of  bedding,  clothing,  lint,  bandages, 
etc.,  as  provided  in  the  first  article  of  the  Constitution.  It  shall 
divide  its  work  among  the  sub-committees  at  its  own  discretion, 
enlarging  the  committee  as  circumstances  may  require.  This 
committee  shall  acknowledge  to  the  donors  all  contributions 
received  by  them  or  sent  directly  to  the  Hospital. 

VI. 

The  Committee  on  Delicacies  shall  have  charge  of  articles  of 
extra  diet,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Medical  Board. 
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VII. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  eon 
nected  with   the  supply  of  books,   magazines  and   papers  to  the 
Hospital,  advising  with  the  Clerical  Committee.    It  shall  acknowl- 
edge all  donations  of  books,  magazines  and  papers. 

VIII. 

The  Visiting  Committee  shall  visit  the  Hospital  and  report 
its  work  and  needs  to  the  Managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  disburse  all  money  coming  into  her  hands, 
subject  to  the  action  of  the  Board. 

X. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers to  attend  the  monthly  meetings,  and  an  absence  of  three 
months  without  written  communication  shall  be  deemed  a  resig- 
nation of  the  office. 

XI. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  stated  meeting,  a 
majority  of  the  members  being  present.
